16. who whs 
reported dangerously ill in a casualty 
list issued a few days ago.

Here he followed 
a successful course, and proved to be 
a clever student. He was also prom- 
inent in undergraduate activities, and 
was connected In an official capacity 
with the Electric Club and the East- 
ern Townships Club. He was a 
nephew of His Honour Judge Leet. 
Montreal. 

Maior J. J. Moyse. 

For the third time since he Joined 
the Bedfordshire Regiment ill France. 
Major John .1. Moyse, past student, 
son of Dr. Cliarlos K. Moyse, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts, and of Mrs. 
Moyse. has ben Wounded. I»r. Moyse 
yesterday received official word that 
Major Moyse had- been dangerously 
wounded. No further particulars were 
mentioned. 

Major Moyse returned to the firing 
line only a short time ago, after re- 
covering in England from wounds re- 
ceived in the leg last April. At the 
same time he was promoted to the 
rank of major. A brother, Lieut. U. 
K. Moyse, Law 'H, left last Satur- 
day on his return to England, after 
leave In Canada as a result of wounds 
received on the Somme. A third 
brother is serving in the ranks of a 
Canadian infantry battalion.

The Editor, McGill Daily: 

Dear Sir, — Some time ago, about 
the middle of last November, the 
Science Undergraduate Society held a 
meeting, and one of the most impor- 
tant pieces of business before the 
meeting on that occasion was the 
sending of some form of remembrance 
to our members serving overseas. It 
1 remember rightly, it was decided at 
that meeting to omit the sending . of 
Christmas boxes, as it seems they had 
been superfluous in the past. At the 
suggestion of some member, the 
meeting left to the executive the mat- 
ter of arranging some form of re- 
membrance, such as Xmas cards, or 
personal letters of greetings to, at 
least, the undergraduates of our fac- 
ulty on active service. 

That was the last we heard of it 
until after Xmas. when, a short time 
after coming back from our vacation, 
we found a notice posted In the com- 
mon room to the effect that each 
Science undcrgrad. should write a let- 
ter to some one of the undergrads. 
overseas; these letetrs to be handed 
In to the executive at some later date. 
Now, 1 am not questioning the plan 
or idea in the slightest, for I have no 
doubt that those letters would have 
been a source of much pleasure to 
those for whom they were intended: 
but I do question the why and where- 
fore of not having the notice posted 



A week ago there appeared iu the news columns of the Daily 

an interview with Dr. Fryer on the subject of the present system of 

taking notes, and the proposal of McGill Daily that a change be 

made. We are very much afraid that we did not make ourselves 

quite clear as to the system we advocated. Dr. Fryer's opinion cov- 
ered, practically speaking, all methods of instruction, and then 

dealt in a particular manner with the idea which was behind the 
v usual practice of taking notes. The daily "quizz" is undoubtedly 
•unsatisfactory as a means of instruction in a University. Lectures 

that are printed in toto are just as useless except to the "plugger," 
" who will never be anything but a machine as far as education goes. 

But we think that an outline of the things with which the lecturer before December 1st 

, , - . . IV ».„ .u could hftve Deen bitten in ample time 

intends to deal in bis lectures would prove of practical benetit to the 
; student. Let us with this in mind, see What Dr. Fryer says. v 

The first objection to our policy which is raised is that it makes 
» professor waive his right to follow his own ideas in delivering a 
lecture. Does it? If the professor makes out the printed skeleton 
we suggest, does he not follow his own ideas iu doing sot Does he 
not make that' summary to suit his own course and method of deliv- 
ering a lecture? "Would it not give the student an idea of what the 
professor considers the outstanding features of his subject? We 
think it would. The style would not be uniform, for each lecturer 
would vary his resume to suit himself, and in the case of the stu- 
dent each man would take down, in addition, only what appealed to 
him as most strikiug and worthy of remembrance. To paraphrase 
Dr. Fryer's words, "The class room lecturer would still be the best 
judge of just how his own resources in matter, dictation and deliv- 
ery can be utilized with best effect in conveying instruction in his 
pwn particular subject." 

"Note taking is not an end in itself. When done sensibly it 
may be, and often is, a great help towards mental concentration dur- 
ing a lecture and towards definiteness of expression," said Dr. Fryer. 
Note taking, we admit, is not' an end in itself, but is a very popu- 
lar and universally used means to an end. "When done sensibly," 
ah! there's the rub. That is just what we want to have done. We 
realize that the students are not doing it sensibly, and it will help, we 
think, to educate them along this line if a semi-printed note system 
were in vogue. Suppose that it were done only in the first two 
years, and let the Junior and Senior profit by that education, don't 
you think that it would prove a benefit to them!' 

The system proposed by the Daily in the first place was de- 
signed to be elastic, and to be varied to the ideas of each lecturer, 
and of each student. We would remind you that wc are not at- 
tempting to criticize Dr. Fryer's opinions, but wc are trying to show 
that his thoughts can be reconciled to our proposal. The Daily in- 
tends to question other lecturers on this same subject, and will have 
reports of the interviews printed in its columns. We might add that 
Dr, J. 13. Porter used printed notes in his lectures on Explosives in 
Military Engineering, and Major C. M. McKergow, associate pro- 
cessor of Mechanical Engineering, uses them on every possible op- 
portunity. Evidently the system is satisfactory to them.

The founders and first officers of our older colleges, who were 
grateful for gifts of chairs and silver forks, and rang the joybells 
and lit, bonfires when somebody left them $400, would be wide-eyed 
■with amazement over the great round numbers in which college fin- 
ance deals to-day. Here are President Butler of Columbia, unblush- 
ingly suggesting that his plant could use $30,000,000, and Thomas 
W. Lamont, as committee chairman, coming forward with a plan 
for raising $10,000,000 for Harvard; a state college stepping up to 
the capital with a request for $3,500,000 to meet the needs of two 
years, and President Hibbcn, of Princeton, laying before the trus- 
tees the strategic outlines of a campaign to raise $3,000,000 for the 
various purposes of an endowment.

Now is their chance 
io prove that loyalty is more than a song at a reunion or a cheer at 
a game. These sums specified, great as they are, are not too big 
for the part our schools have to play in molding the characters of 
the men and thus shaping a country's destiny. They stagger the 
Imagination of the penny-wise, pound-foolish men. But they are 
not too much for those who think profoundly and look far, and who 
know that the race itself is in its infancy and must have room to 
r.— U. of W. Daily.

TO CELEBRATE ANNIVERSARY. 

VALPARAISO, Chile —An elaborate 
celebration is being arranged by 
Chile and Argentina for Feb, 12, the 
one hundredth anniversary of the Bat- 
tle of Chacabuco. This battle was 
fought In the pass of the Andes Moun- 
tains from which the encounter takes 
Its name, and the victory of the allied 
Chilean and Argentina forces, under 
command of Gen. Jose de San Martin 
and Oen. Bernardo O'Hlggins, opened 
the way for the patriots to Santiago, 
and enabled them to drive the army of 
Spain back Into Peru. 

The celebration will take the form 
of a series of pilgrimages or marches. 
These will start from the cities of 
Mendosa and San Juan, on the Ar- 
gentine side of the Andes, and proceed 
by different routes, like the armies 
which participated in the actual cam 
palgn a hundred years ago, until all 
columns converge upon the field of 
Chacabuco. There will be elaborate 
ceremonies to commemorate the sig- 
nificance of the struggle which fol- 
lowed the earlier convergence of 
armies at the same point. 

The forces that arc to constitute the 
"armies" of this great commemorative 
pageant, or review, will be drawn from 
the regular organizations of infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, from the mili- 
tary and naval schools, from the 
students and faculties of the colleges, 
and various civil organisations, in ad- 
dition to which the Boy Scouts will be 
mobilized, to the number of about 
6,000. 

There are. also, plans for the dedi- 
cation of special monuments and tab- 
lets In Mendostiv and at historic points 
In the mountain approaches to the 
battlefield. The general Interest In 
the festivities will be aided further by 
competitions In shooting, military and 
athletic sports, an international avia- 
tion meet, and numerous official 
assemblies and banquets. 

Argentina and Chile have both been 
giving much time and attention to 
these preparations for the past two or 
three months, and every effort has 
been made to bring the significance 
of the coming centenary home to the 
masses of the people In both coun- 
tries. There has been a particular 
effort, also, to emphasise the national 
note In what has been planned rather 
than to allow the festivities to pro- 
ceed merely as municipal or local ac- 
tivities.

The revival of History, the quar- 
terly journal of the Historical Asso- 
ciation. Under the editorship of 1'rof. 
A. V. Pollard, is an episode in liter- 
ary history which is of interest lo the 
g an era] reader as well as to histori- 
cal teachera and students on hoth 
sides of the Atlantic, lu the United 
Slates l'rofessor Pollard's name is fa- 
miliar as the first Uoldwin Smith lec- 
turer at Cornell University. He is 
amolli; those who recognize in the 
peaceful and unfortified border be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
the ideal frontier between nation and 
nation, "because it reposes on moral 
and not on military strength, and em- 
bodies the triumph, not. of nation over 
nation, but of nations over them- 
selves." 

Useful as was the brief career of 
jthe former series of history In prom- 
ulgating the results of historical in- 
vestigations, every one who is inter- 
ested In literature and education will 
[hail the revival with satisfaction and 
anticipation. The problems which will 
present themselves for considérât ion 
have seldom been so numerous and 
have never been excelled or even 
equaled In magnitude. The scope for 
bringing "the light of history to bear 
On the study of politics" is practically 
unlimited. I'ew men could be found 
as well equipped for the task of edit- 
ing the Journal as l'rofessor Pollard, 
whose historical knowledge Is as pro- 
found as it is wide. As an authority 
Upon the Tudor period of English his- 
tory he is well known: as assistant 
editor for eight years of the "Diction- 
ary pit National Biography," to which 
he contributed a large number of im- 
portant articles, equivalent in extent 
to a whole volume Of that publication, 
he la not so widely known, nor per- 
haps la his work in connection with 
the tenth edition of the "Kncyclopae- 
dia Britannica" which was issued six 
years ago. 

Ills studies of the Tudor period and 
that of Henry VIII. more particularly 
offer an interesting contrast to 
ProUde's picture of "the majestic lord 
who broke the bonds of Home." and 
are not Without their value as a cor- 
rective to Kroude's picturesque and 
vivacious narrative which found an 
enthusiastic admirer In Klngsley. A 
propos Of the similarity of Klngsley' s 
and Kroude's views upon this perlor» 
bf English history a good story is 
told in Sir Algernon West's "Recol- 
lections," The story has been attri- 
buted to another great historian, whose 
work is a monument of learning ami 
dullness, but who evidently possessed 
a lighter touch when not occupied 
with historical research, He is said 
to have attrlbil id Kroude's low opin- 
ion of divines and Kingsley's equal'y 
low opinion of historians to the fact 
that FroUde thought KinKsley a di- 
vine, and Klngsley went to Protide for 
hisl pry. Like Maeaiilny. Fronde was 

cirri-. i away by excessive love of the 
picturesque, and this weakness ac- 
counta for the careless manner In 
which he deal! with hi" materials de- 
spite the undoubted thoroughness of 

his research. 

The documents which have been 
brought to light from numerous pri- 
vate collections and have been eollai- 
e.| during recent years by the Ills- 
lorlcal MSS, Commission have added 
enormously to the wealth of material 
at the disposal Ol the historian of tn- 
day. So creat is the accumulation of 
this materia] that it may be said, with- 
out exaggeration, to have revolution- 
ize!! the writing of history. A cen- 
tury, or even i brief epoch, can now 
be the lifework of n painstaking his- 
torlan, and a general history Is be- 
yond the power! of any single individ- 
ual if it Is to >lo more than touch the 
surface of Its subject; mil so we find 

it deputed to the co-operat Ive efforts 

i.r numerous exparts as in the ease of 
"The (Cambridge History," 

In patient ami di'iirent research few 
I men have equaled ami oertainiy none 
have surpassed, Samuel Itawson Ger- 
(liner, still the most authoritative and 
exhaustive historian of <he Stuart 
period.

I It is the Ironv of human inequalities, 
that a man of such emin n nee in the 
I Worfd of learning 1 and letters, who 
I was ever ready to recognize, merit In 
others and to lend an 'nniiiraxmg 
I hand to beginners, should have re- 
! mained for 10 Ions without due recos- 
Initlon. Huch recognition as he did re- 
j reive came to him somewhat late; 
finally, however, the value of his 
work was recognised by the historical 
societies of most countries, including 
his own. He scrupulously avoided 
the shoa's of partisinshlp. and few, 
1 If any, succeeded to well In making 
i . l'ar to the cnmpreh.-nelon of his 
readers the development of the "vents 
. which be portraver. A tribute to the 
i va'.uV of his work appeared In a r«- 
I cent advertisement In a literary perl- 
-i ti. al, In which a well-known second- 
hand bookseller In the Midlands of- 
fered twenty-five shillings a volume 
of his "History of the Civil War." 



JACK LONDON. 

When Jack London died ai the age 
of forty, he left a measure of per- 
sonal achievement that has been 
equalled by few. He hud won an 
acknowledged place in American let- 
ters, as well as a fame that went be- 
yond his own land and language. 

He was born in the working class 
at the bottom of society, and for the 
first years of his life was in succes- 
sion newsboy, oyster pirate, sailor, 
longshoreman, roust-about, a worker 
in canneries, factories and laundries, 
between whiles doing odd jobs at 
mowing lawns, cleaning carpels or 
washing windows. Then sickened by 
the round of eternal toil he became a 
trump and begged his way from door 
to door, wandering over the U. S.. 
and wearing his life out in slums and 
prisons. Hut he kept the power of 
thinking that had been scared into him 
by what he saw in society's cellar and 
remained awake and growing during 
the brutal actualities of such a life. 
When he was eighteen he realised he 
must rise or else he would die in the 
slime, lie also saw that brain, not 
muscle Commanded the higher price, 
so for several years he struggled for 
an education, working hard at the 
same time at manual labor to pay his 
way. His early work was written at 
this time, but it failed to bring In 
financial returns, and he had to go 
back to the trail. 

His mental outlook was enlarged, 
his power observation keener, and his 
zest for life sharper than ever. Up 
North the trail led. to the Klondike 
of peril, sudden death and as sudden 
fortune, Prom this experience came 
his (Irai literary success. Fortune was 
kind, und Jack London had arrived. 

To anyone who has read his books, 
this name conjures up vivid pictures 
of outdoor life, for it is in his por- 
trayal of Nature's forces that Jack 
London excels. The element of strife 
that runs through all his work belongs 
to the nature of the man. The viri- 
lity that he puts into his stories is 
one of his own characteristics. 

In "The Road" he gives us an in- 
sight into his early life. His was no 
path of roses, but a long, steep climb, 
which called all his strength Into 
play. His delight in overcoming ob- 
stacles, whether organic or inorganic. | 
is so real because he joyed in doing 
so. 

Ills work lacks polish and techni- 
que. After he has sketched in Ihc Im- 
portant things he doesn't go back lo 
fill in the details. Ilia greatest work, 

I for which he will be remembered, con- 
sists of stories done with the broad 
free treatment. 

During his short life. Jack Loudon 
tried many kinds of writing and the 
portrayal of many characters. He Is 
most successful, because most natural 
in his short stories. These are often 
taken from his own experience, and 
written while yet the tang of the ex- 
citement remains and the colors glow- 
In his memory. 

His characters arc alike in type but 
have Individuality; The only type he 
can handle well Is the type he knows 
and has lived among. When he at- 
tempts to portray the man of the In- 
door world, he is in the realm of the 
unknown, and has to draw on his 
Imagination, so that the character 
falln lo carry conviction. 

In depicting women he lias failed In 
produce any great chnracter. Even In 
th.- "Little Irfuly of the Big House." 

I whose central figure is supposed lo be 
S woman, the man makes the deeper 
impression on the mind of the reader. 
He lias failed to grasp the soul of 
womanhood except In a few lightnight 

: flashes, wdien he draws some woman 

[of the "Lower Half." 

In his "Star Hover" is seen a de- 
parture towards a new line. What he 
might have done had not death stay- 
ed his hand we will never know. Al- 
though he died at the nge of forty, 
and wrote during only half of his life, 
he leaves us thirty-three Volumes, 
Evidently bo preferred to leave his 
stories unpolished and begin a fresh 
tale, to spending his time on procur- 
ing added finish of style. 

The "Call of the Wild," which made 
him well knowi., Is one) of the lies! 
dog stories ever written. 

Jack London la one great example 
of a man living to the full cver> 
moment of life, and at the same time 
giving the joy of his achievements and 
adventures to the rest of the world: 
for in spite of his many faults, the 
not too critical reader can find much 
true enjoyment through reading ona 
of his stories of "Out-of-Doors."

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MILLSTONE GRIT. 

LIVERPOOL. England.— At a recent 
meeting of the Liverpool Geological 
Society, Mr. A. Gilllgun, lecturer in 
Geology at Leeds University, read an 
Interesting paper, beautifully illustrat- 
ed by lantern slides, on "The Llth- 
ology of the Millstone Grit." Mr. 
Gllligan, who during recent years has 
made extensive und detailed Investi- 
gations into the subject, said that as 
its name implied, the millstone grit 
was largely used for millstones, and 
It was also a valuable source for the 
artesian supply of water. It wus also 
responsible In a special manner for 
much of the distinctive scenery of the 
I'enntnes. where it formed a hard 
capping to many of the hills. Al- 
though its economic importunée was 
recognized very early, the rock having 
been employed by the Saxons and 
Normnns in the hullding of their 
churches, its study had received com- 
paratively little attention from geo- 
logists. 

Continuing. Mr. Gillignn said the 
pebbles which occurred abundantly in 
the grit were, with one exception, un- 
like any rocks found in the British 
Isles. One type resembled the well- 
known rhomb-porphyry of Christiania, 
and there was good reason for. refer- 
ring its source of origin to Scandi- 
navia. Among the rarer minerals 
found In the grit, the lecturer said 
was monazlte, a discovery of much 
interest, as this mineral had hitherto 
been uriknown In the clastic deposits 
of the British IsIcb. Garnets, Mr. Gll- 
ligan stated, were also plentiful, as 
well a* faurmalinr. As a result of 
his Investigations, Mr. (iilligan said 
he was led to the conclusion that the 
millstone grit was a. delta deposit, 
and that the material had been de- 
rived from a continental region 
chiefly of archacan gneiss lying to 
the north.

SWITZERLAND. 

The question of the possible inva- 
sion of Switzerland by German forces, 
which has recently occupied attention 
tu a considerable extent, is. et curs.-, 
not a new one. The Swiss authorities 
recognized invasion us something more 
than a possibility as soon us the war 
broke out two and a half years ago. 
and. in proclaiming the country's neu- 
trality, they also announced the Swiss 
Government's intention of defending 
that neutrality ugulnst all attempts at 
violation, from whatever quarts Hicy 
might come. The necessary prepara- 
tions were curried through with an 
energy and thoroughness character- 
istic of a people which had maintained 
its independence uguinst all comers, 
with almost unbroken success, for I 
over 600 years, and so effective were j 
these arrangements that it was found I 
possible, after some time, for Swit- | 
zerland to reduce the force which she 
had rushed to her frontiers. Her neigh- 
bors, as the then head of the Repub- 
lic, President Motta. declared in a 
memorable speech at Bellinzona, had 
fe-iven her assurances which could not 
■tut be regarded as satisfactory. He 
I listened to explain that the sentinels 
who still remained on the Swiss fron- 
tiers, and the garrisons of the forti- 
tVutlons closing the great passes, 
were not to be taken us a sign that 
Switzerland distrusted her friends. 
They showed the world, however, 
clearly enough, that Switzerland was 
rot Inclined to take any risks. And 
now, today, at the first hint of inva- 
sion, the Government at Berne acta 
with promptitude. It looks with skep- 
ticism on the report, but issues imme- 
diate orders for the mobilisation of 
thiee additional divisions of l!:e 
Swiss army. 

As to the probabi'ities or Impr •lia- 
bilities of Invasion, it is perhaps IV.i 
to discuss a question which must 
rccecsarily o« so much a mitier of 
i.u-e speculttlon. P.ms, naturally 
enough, viewed any sud possibility 
with serious ivrcern. It looked at 
once to Belfort and remembered the 
statement of Colonel Egli, during his 
trial at Zurich, that, in the event of 
a German Invasion, the German forces 
could be at Lucerne on the first night 
Even Paris, however, when it came to 
analyze the position, steudlly became 
more confident. There was much 
rumor and much vigorous writing, 
but when It was all subjected to the 
Inexorable test of fact, it was found 
to have sprung from "a certain con- 
centration of German forces near 
Switzerland, particularly behind Lake 
Constance." Whatever there may or 
may not have been In It, however, It 
has served the purpose of making 
quite clear to all, concerned or uncon- 
cerned, that Switzerland is still ready 
to defend her neutrality with the ut- 
most determination. Some 200.000 of 
the best soldiers In the world, and "a 
perfectly impossible terrain." might 
give any invader pause.

NEW HAVEN, Conn.— Tale Uni 
verslty has taken a step toward In 
creasing the number of study courses 
taught In the university which may 
be taken by women, the corporation 
having ratified a recommendation of 
the executive board of the Graduate 
School admitting women to become 
candidates for the degree of master 
of arts, the lowest degree conferred 
for post graduate work. 

In cither words, women may now 
take any work offered by the Grad- 
uate School, and In recognition of 
proficiency, may secure the master of 
arts degree, that of doctor of phlloso 
phy, doctor of medicine, bachelor of 
music, and bachelor of fine artB.

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the proa 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to ^00 acres in unsurve.vd terriwn 
The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of S 10.00 
on issue. It Is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, o,i 
producing an affidavit that, during the year work has been performed lo lh« 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at ar.y 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS.
